Now that the Supreme Court has ruled 
segregation illegal in public- schools, the 
various states and localities directly affected 
are seeking a solution to a real dilemma. 
People who have not studied the issue close- 
ly will be astounded by two things: the 
down right trickery indulged in by the 
United States Supreme Court; and the con- 
nivance of a controlled national press which 
kept the facts from the pévypte of the United 
States. 

Historical background for the decision is 
as simple as it is outrageous. In 1896, the 
United States Supreme Court (Plessy v. 
Ferguson, 163 US 537) ruled that segrega- 


-tion was not a violation of the equal pro- 


tection clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment if the facilities offered were “separate 
but equal.” That opinion held sway for 58 
years. Then, totally disregarding law and 
precedent, the current Supreme Court re- 
lied upon social and psychological consider- 
ations to render a decision which reversed 
all of the pertinent law of the entire history. 
of the United States ! 


The court spent months studying cases 
before a decision was reached and, even 
then, the decision had “strings of time and 
circumstance” attached. But, the court 
study was not directed towards precedent in 
past law — the law as interpreted from the 
Constitution of the United States, the Bill 
of Rights, or any other basis upon which 
the legal foundation of this Nation rests. 
Instead, the court’s time was spent in the 
study of books and treatises on sociology, 
and these same books and treatises are 
quoted in the decision as the authority for 
the decision. The New York Times, May 18, 
1954, called it “A Sociological Decision.” 
For once, the New York Times was right. 
James Reston of the Times Staff, comment= 
ed: “The Court’s opinion reads more like an 
expert paper on sociology than a Supreme 
Court decision and sustained the arguments 
of experts on education, sociology, psych- 
ology, psychiatry and anthropology.” 

In rejecting all law and legal precedent 
as a basis for the Supreme Court’s decision, 
its exact language was: “Whatever may, 
have been the extent of psychological know- 
ledge at the time of Plessy v. Ferguson, 
this finding is amply supported by modern 


authority. Any language in Plessy v. Fer-
